A Report on Leadership in Educatlon 

New chaltenges in education, spurred largely by the federal 
No Child Left Behind Act, have increased pressure on 
principals to Improve student performance. As a result, 
prindpal preparation programs have shifted their focus to 
generate a new kind of school loader— one who often has 
more extensive leadership training and a more dlverse 
background, according to a new report from Educatfon Week 
and the Editorial Projects in Education Research Center. 

Teading For Leaming 2007" compares the differences 
between up-and-coming principals— those with iess than five 
years of experience— with veteran school leaders who have 
been on the job for more than 10 years, and investlgates 
new trends in leadership development. 



The Next Generation of School Leaders 

The principal workforce ls getting older. In the last decade, 
the median age of principals rose from 48 to 51 years. But 
newer principals tend to come from more diverse 
backgrounds and have a greater amount of leadership 
experience, trends that signal signiflcant changes in the 
professlon. Among the key differences between newer and 
veteran principals: 

• Newer principals have more leadership experience, 
with more than 72 percent having been an assistant 
principal before their first principalship, compared with 
69 percent of veterans. Just under 5 percent of new 
principals rose from the teaching ranks without 
additlonal administrative or leadership experience, in 
contrast with almost 1 5 percent of veteran school 
leaders. 

• More principals a re female and from racial or ethnic 
minorlty groups. Among up-and-comlng principals, 54 
percent are women and 20 percent are of color, as 
opposed to 36 percent and 15 percent respectively 
among veteran principals. 
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• New principals a re more often faced wfth challenging schools. Haff of up-and-coming 
prlnclpats work In schools that dld not fully meet perfbrmance standards, compared with 40 
percent of veteran principals. 



New Approaches to Leadership Development 



The "Leading for Learning" repoti highlights the transformatlon of leadership programs that are 
Increasingly focused on the recruitment of high-qua!ity teachers with leadership potential' greater 
use of practice-based curriculum to help shape instructional, rather than managerial, leaders- 
cooperation with local districts and schools; and acceptance of non-traditional providers of ' 
leadership training, such as nonprofit companies and district-based programs. The report also 
takes an in-depth look at three Innovative programs that have set the tone for change, including: 

• England's National College for School Leadership, which is the national credentialing 
authority for school heads, as principals are known in England. 



New Leaders for New Schools, which operates in nine urban districts and emphasizes 
accountability in training principals for the particular challenges they face there. 

East Tennessee State University, which has formed a collaborative partnership with two 
local school districts to revamp its educational leadership program with an emphasis on 
recruiting and mentorship. 



However, despite a growing consensus on how to better prepare principals and emerging research 
on best practices, changes In leadership preparation are still at the margins, according to the 
report. Most institutions are still not teaching the kinds of skllls— including the use of data, research, 
and perfbrmance evaluation— leaders need in the 21 st century.

Avoid costly litigation and settlemei

Any higher education administrator who has not been involved in 
a lawsuit is unusually fortunate and wlll most likely sooner or 
later face major litigation. Although administrators make 
continuing efforts to protect the safety and health of campus 
community members, lawsuits are being flled daily. 

Legal compllance, employment, business, safety, environment, 
social and technologlcal risks are fertiie ground for litigation. 
Lawsuits drain money, tlme and energy from instltutional 
teachlng, research and public service missions, Claims pald drlve 
up Insurance premiums, and disputes resuJting in out-of-court settlem 
costly. 
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Today's issues include preventing horrid events like the attacks at Virginia Tech, 
conflicts in employment, tenure, Intellectual property rights, date rape, accusations 
of hazing, managing student drfnking, conffdentlality of records, compliance with 
the Americans with Disabilfties Act, human subject research, campus crime, sexual 
harassment and more. 

Plaintiff and defense attorneys are busy establishlng "standards of care" in cases 
involving human resource management and campus accidents. Here are some 
factors to consider. 

• Is institutional policy based on good judgment and consistent with the 
accreditlng association and state or national standards that apply? 

• Is the policy communicated clearly to all admlnistrators, faculty, staff and 
students when approprfate? 

• Is university or college in compliance with its own stated policy? 

• Is policy consistent with that of comparable institutions? 

• Are safety rules and guidelines followed? 

• Are faculty and staff properly selected, tralned and supervised? 

• Is legal advice considered In the declsion-making process? 

• Are admlnistrators, faculty and staff encouraged to consider legal implications 
associated with their actions? 

• Is appropriate training provlded when technology, vehicles, facilities and 
machinery are In use? 

Reasonable mediatlon and dispute-resolutlon systems should be in place. Claims 
should be recorded and analyzed to prevent recurrence. Practice preventlon law by 
frequently reviewing practices and policies with outside or in-house counsel to 
prevent lawsuits from occurring.

* The Governor created the climate change sub-cabinet, which has been meeting regularly 
and coordinating between departments, the Governor' s office, and the university on the 
issue. The sub-cabinet received a fair amount of press coverage when it was first created 
despite the lack of a formal announcement . If we were to finalize the administrative 
order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press release to again 
draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
topics such as effects on fisheries, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions. 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
effects of climate change. Our D. C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and announce 
our support for the fund. 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of Communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year. Currently € states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 
states and 3 provinces are observers. The climate change sub-cabinet has been dlscussing 
what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in this and other such initlatives 
might be. 

* We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities 
for state involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions 
draw increased global attention to this area.

I just spoke with Larry and got a little more information on a few topics. 

The administrative order creating the climate change sub-cabinet is ready for the 
Governor's signature. She will likely be signing it Friday when she is In town. It may 
be appropriate to issue a press release. 

The climate change sub-cabinet is meeting in Fairbanks in early October. It is likely 
that at that meeting they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed 
observers to the Western Region Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbles already has a draf t 
letter to that effect. As observers, we can participate in the process, but aren't 
necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when this is finalized, we 
could issue a press release. 

It appears that most of the suggested actiohs are already in the works.

The administration has been fairly active on climate change, although groups highly 
focused on the issue might deslre even more action or raight be unaware of some of our 
ef forts. 



* The Governor created the climate change sub-cabinet, which has been meeting regularly 
and coordinating between departments, the Governor' s office, and the university on the 
issue. The sub-cabinet received a f air amount of press coverage when it was first created 
despite the lack of a formal announcement . Xf we were to finalize the administrative 
order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press release to again 
draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address 
topics such as effects on fisheriee, erosion in coastal communities, federal legislation, 
and carbon emissions. 

* At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the 
effects of climate change. Our D. C. office is already working closely with our 
congressional delegation on legislation. At this point it isn't clear whether such 
legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working to ensure 
that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

* We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely 
due to uncertainty about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would 
likely support, it is important to verify that the funding source. Options, including the 
possible use of remaining railbelt energy funds, are being explored. Once a concrete 
proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine and announce 
our support for the fund. 

* The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major 
focus of Communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate 
change could be further emphasized in the future. 

* The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of 
this year. Currently 6 states and 2 Canadian provinces have joined, while another 4 
states and 3 provinces are obeervers. The climate change sub-cabinet has been discussing 
what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in this and other such initiatives 
might be. 

* We are also coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities 
for state involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions 
draw increased global attention to this area. 



I can follow up with Larry about progress and future plans for the climate change sub 
cabinet and provide more Information after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

I had two conversations with Ramras. 

The first occurred after his appearance on the radio. I called to give 
him a hard tlme--that apparently he blows smoke when he talks to me and 
turns around and disparages me when he's talking to his buddies in the 
business community. I had to cut the conversation short, but said I 
would be calling him over the weekend about the special session. 

The second call occurred on Monday before the press conference. It was 
a verrry long conversation where he vented on a number of fronts. The 
first was about your use of the word corruption when speaking about PPT. 
His feeling, and the feeling of many of his colleagues (according to 
him-but somewhat verified by the calls I made to the other house 
majority members) , is that all legislators are under the gun and assumed

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guilty by the public. He probably spent 20 minutes going on and on 
about this. 

The second issue he is upset about revolvea around the ethics bill. He 
feels snubbed by the way the bill signing was handled. After raaking an 
accommodation for you to come introduce the oranibus bill in his 
Judiciary Coramittee, he feels like he deserves a little gratitude for 
the slings and arrows he took- -particularly because all his bills died 
in the Senate as a consequence. At the signing ceremony in July, you 
thanked "Hollis Prench and all the other legislators" who helped make 
the bill happen. The fact that he is holding on to those particular 
words two months later suggests to me that he has taken this very, very 
personally. 

Between those two issues, he is convinced that the public thinks you are 
against all Republicans and out to help Hollis Prench and the 
Democrats--that somehow they are the only "pure" politicians. He is 
adamant that the way you talk about the corruption issue does nothing to 
provide cover for those in the majority who are not corrupt. With that, 
he is turning to the PPT issue and suggesting that the dynamic you have 
set up is for legislators to follow your lead- -otherwise they are 
corrupt. He is not willing to follow your lead; he believes that he in 
particular worked hard to change the PPT from the Murkowski version and 
that he, nor most of his colleagues, were corrupted on the vote; he also 
believes changing taxes this often is bad policy; he thinks this is all 
political opportunity rather than focused policy. 

The bottora line is, he feels threatened politically and that he needs to 
go on the offensive to voice why he is going to be a "no" vote. 
Otherwise, it ' s his sense that being a guiet "no" is going to be taken 
as an indication that he is corrupt. Therefore, he has to eacplain 
loudly why he opposes you on this subject. 

I have to say that, based on the conversations I had with House Majority

members ahead of the press conference, he is not alone. There is a real 
need for you to continue expressing appreciation for the honest and 
deliberate members of the legislature. Some of them arrived at the 20* 
tax rate for valid reasons. Some of them, obviously, arrived at 20% for 
other reasons- -some corrupt. Dif f erentiating between the two is 
important--and likely to be the subject of another op-ed in the 
Communications plan for ACES. 

I hope this provides some insight into Ramras' behavior. Halcro's is 
just the manifestation of a spoiled brat who is a sore loser--who wants 
to run for Congress and join his friend, Lisa Murkowski, in the US 
Senate,

I had Cora give a run down on what is happening with the Climate Change sub- 
cabinet. See below. 

I just spoke with Larry and got a little more information on a few topics. 

The administrative order creating the climate change sub-cabinet is ready for the Governor's signature. 
She will likely be signing it Friday when she is in town. It may be appropriate to issue a press release. 
The climate change sub-cabinet is meeting in Fairbanks in early October. It is likely that at that meeting 
they will recommend that representatives from DEC be appointed observers to the Western Region 
Climate Initiative. Mike Tibbles already has a draft letter to that effect. As observers, we can 
participate in the process, but aren't necessarily agreeing to the goals they have adopted. Again, when 
this is finalized, we could issue a press release. 
It appears that most of the suggested actions are already in the works.

Subject: Climate Change 

The administration has been fairiy active on climate change. although groups highly focused on the issue might 
desire even more action or might be unaware of some of our efforts. 

• The Govemor created the climate change sub-cabinet, which has been meeting regularly and coordinating 
between departments, the Governor's office, and the university on the issue. The sub-cabinet received a 
feir amount of press coverage when it was first created despite the lack of a formal announcement. If we 
were to finalize the administrative order creating the sub-cabinet, that might be an opportunity for a press 
release to again draw attention to these efforts. The sub-cabinet has been working with communities, 
national groups, the legislative commission, and the congressional delegation to address topics such as 
effects on fisheries, erosion in coastat communities, federal legislation, and carbon emissions. 

• At some point, federal funding may be available to help states adapt and cope with the effects of climate 
change. Our D.C. office is already working closely with our congressional delegation on legislation. At this 
point it isn't clear whether such legislation will be passed or what form it may take, but our office is working 
to ensure that Alaska benefits from any such legislation. 

• We have not yet spoken publicly on HB152, the renewable energy fund. This is largely due to uncertainty 
about the funding source. Although the concept is one that we would likely support, it is important to verify 
that the funding source. Options, including the possible use of remainlng railbelt energy funds, are being 
explored. Once a concrete proposal for funding has been advanced, we will be in a position to determine 
and announce our support for the fund. 

• The benefits of the gas pipeline to both the state and the nation have been a major fbcus of 
Communications from this office. It is possible that a specific tie to climate change could be further 
emphasized in the future. 

• The Western Region Climate Initiative is a relatively new group, formed in February of this year. Currently 
6 states and 2 Canadlan provinces have joined, while another 4 states and 3 provinces are observers. The 
climate change sub-cabinet has been discussing what the appropriate level of involvement for Alaska in 
this and other such initiatives might be. 

• We are atso coordinating with the Arctic Research Commission to identify opportunities for state 
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involvement in research and policy matters in the Arctic as changing conditions draw increased global 
attention to this area. 

I can fbllow up with Lanry about progress and future plans fbr the climate change sub-cabinet and provide more 
informatlon after I have the opportunity to talk with him.

Tom 

I am writing you because we have had several conversations about how climate change affords the 
Govemor with a prime opportunity to shine on a national stage and restore some of Alaska's tarnished 
image. But right now we appear onty to be playing the role of the poster child for impacts or as some 
say, the role of the victim. Yesterday again we played the role as the Anchorage Daily News reported, 
"Alaska polar bears called doomed". it is clear that our polar bears are serving as the national icon for 
the climate change challenge. Yet, the stories about stepping up for action on climate change come 
from elsewhere. Most recently it was the Republican Governor of Idaho. "Where is Alaska?" is the 
question that rises to the top. This is Alaska's number one social, cultural, economic and 
environmental issue. Yet we are not part of the soiution dialogue. From where I sit - connected to what 
going on in DC and other states - the train is leaving the station and Alaska doesn't appear to be on it. 
The climate change su bea b i net is a good start but the state needs to act more boldly and publicly to 
take action on climate change. And it's economically and politically safe to do so. Here is my take on 
why and how the Governor can take a center stage on this issue: 



• Alaska's natural gas is the transition fuel to a elean energy economy not only for us in Alaska but 
for the nation. As l've explained before the gasline is part of the national equation on how we 
address climate change i.e. AIGA is Alaska's gift to America. Clean Alaska gas replaces dirty US 
coal plants. 

• Use this energy card as the Govemor's venue for playing nationally. Have Governor 
Schwarzenegger come up and help set this stage; calling upon major energy companies to 
submit bids on AIGA as part of their corporate responsibility to address climate change. My 
sources say he is willing to come but will only do at the invitation of Governor Palin. 

• A poli of Alaskans in August of 2006 revealed that over 80 percent are convinced global climate 
change is happening; over 70 percent are convinced that global climate change is a serious 
threat to the people and environment of Alaska; and over 80 percent favor reguiating greenhouse 
gas emissions from power plants. 

• Recognizing that many Alaska villages and rural residents are on the frontline of feeling the 
impacts, 150 Alaska Native groups including Native Corporations, tribal governments and AFN 
have passed resolutions calling for action. The eroding villages are constantty being highlighted 
in news sources and documentaries but so far no has stepped in to help move their 
communities. 

• The Mayorsof Anchorage, Juneau, North Pole, Kodiak, Shishmaref and Homerare all on record 
opposing climate change and are taking action to curb carbon emissions in their communities. 

• Federal funds targeted to go to states to help them adapt and cope with the impacts of global 
warming could be tied to a state's level of activity to reduce emissions within their boundaries. 
Particularly now with the shifting political landscape, Alaska needs to position itself positively to 
receive mega federal funding. 

• 26 states are completing climate action plans, with 14 states having greenhouse gas reduetions 
targets. Many states found that policies that address climate change were not a burden on 
commerce but rather presented economic opportunities. Some states are using action on climate 
change to position themselves in new markets related to climate action: producing and selling 
alternative fuels, attracting high-tech business and selling carbon reduetion credits. 

• With our vast and abundant renewable energy sources from wind, geothermal, hydro and tidal we 
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could be a national and international leader on providing clean energy but we need to invest in 
research and development; position ourselves to become part of the hydrogen fuel solution. 
Funding HB 1 52 is a good start but we can do so much more and other states and provinces are 
way ahead of us. 

There are four things she can do right now to show leadership, 1) invite Governor Schwarzenegger up 
to Alaska and use this opportunity to announce how Alaska's natural gas and in particular the gasline is 
part of the national solution 2) announce the climate sub-cabinet and dedicate a person in the 
Govemor's office to be a climate change coordinator... . the Governor's offics needs to be engaged for 
the sake of designing and driving the bigger energy stage, 3) indicate an intent to support and fund HB 
1 52, 4) announce that Alaska wili join the Western Region Climate Initiative as an observer with an eye 
to participating once all the dynamics are understood. 

Tom, speaking candidly with you, climate change is the NUMBER ONE concern or issue for the 
conservation community. I know that we may not come to agreement on all the other development 
proposals out there, but it is my sense that TIMELY action (not Johnny-come lately action) by the 
Governor will hold in good stead regardless of the other issues. I want her to succeed as Governor. 
From where I sit, strong action now on one's of the greatest challenges facing Alaska is key to her 
success. I've had this conversation with Martha Levensaler and know she concurs. 

Please know that we stand ready to assist in whatever we can.
